German Carp and speeklod Cattlsh,

It has long  been  conceded  that fish-
culture is, or can be  made, smong  the
not least profitable branches  of furming
to which the farmer  may turn his atten-
tion.  Especially has this been trae sitee

the German carp.  This speeies of  the
carp family which is known in Europe as
the common  carp, Cyprinus  carpio, ia
highly esteomed for food,  Some  years
ago, it wili be rememberod, n number of
them were planted in the waters of the
Hudson mui a few other streams of this
country, where they beeome readily ne-
climatized and wit.fl that fecundity so
peculiarly characteristic of this family
multiplicd  with  wonderful  rapidity.
These tish sometimes attain o length of
four feet, and hive to a groat age. Among
American specimens bolonging  to this
family are the brook minnow  or black-
nosed dace, the common shiner, the red-
fin and the luke chub; but none of thess
virietiea attain their growth ay quickly
as does the Buropean  carp, neither are
they equal to them for the table.  The
| busiess of ruising tish as a soveee of pro-
fit in steadily  ineroasing o anporbisnes,
and will beenme more general as 1t s boc.
tor underatood.

Mr. J. K. Jones, of Troup County,
Guoorgia, 18 one of the few won in the
conntry who is actively intervsted in tish-
culture, and, beiug so far succesiful, his
expericnces as he has given then are of
intereat and value to all secking forma-
tion on this subject,

In July of 1882 he began to build a
fish pond, and by November of that year
had 1t so far completed as to keep water
on nearly an acre.  Into this he put
twenty German carp.  In January he
had another acre ready, and into that he
put a second lot of twenty, At the time
of putting in the first they were two to
three inches long;  they are now from
seventeen to twenty inches long, and
weigh from three to four pounds cach.
Theso fish being too young have not yet
spawned, and will not before next spring
In June last he put into his pond four
eirp two yeara old and ready to spawn
The 4th of July he noticed that hatehing
was going on, and o few  days later he
conld s thut ho had thousands of young
fish.  From that spawn he now has fish
from mix to ciglic inches long.  Whaen it
is remembered  that they were hatelod
m July their rapid growth to asiao it for
use will be fully realized,  Concerning
the spawning and hatching  process, Mr.
Jones says:

These spuwners deposit their eges on
the blades of eriass and other HWiinp
grawth inhabiting my pond, on the under
side, or next to the water, near the sur-
fuce, where the warm etlects of  the sun
and abmogphere did the work  of - hateh-
g, don’t know how leng the process
wis woing on, Lonly know that the fish
Lind only beon in the pond  some twonty-
tive or thirty days,  Oune other curiosity

sige, althiough the hutehing was about or
il the sme time  with both spawners
Some of thum measiuce four  inchos, and
from that to eight,  Some wre  more
healthy, hardier, or by aome mesns grow
faster than others.  This 18 my experi
ence and success with ecarp raising so
far,

Mr., Jones is experimenting with an-
other variety of fish, which ho fecls sure
will prove profitabile, and which s natur-
ally o pond fish ws s the German eurp.
This 18 the speckled cattish. OF this he
piut, in Muay last, four spawners into his
pond, and the 224 of August, 100 days
trom the time he put them inghe handled
the spawn, which in this short thne were
five nnd six inchos long. No fish iheronse
faster than the speckled eat, while their
growth, it secms, s a8 mpid as could  bo
wished,  When well attended v, they
will weigh four pounds in two years'
growth, and of eourse  are  larger when
older, if woll fed wnd in ponds which are
wdnptod to their customn,  They  inhabit
still winterd, and love vegetation, such us
